THIS style is designed especially for parks, cemeteries and factories. The specifications are the same as our Colonial 
Style, except for the barbed wire at the top. The fabric shown is 58 in, "L-X/* 2| in. mesh. 

The Protection is a very ornamental fence, made with 59, 65 and 70 in. fabrics. The barbed wire top and rail measure 
12 inches additional. The two side wires overhang 6 inches each way from the center. 

The barbed wire at the top is very easily applied, as the malleable post top is provided with hooks into which the wire 
is placed. The hooks are then bent over and closed, securely holding the wire in place. Particularly in demand for fair 
grounds, parks, cemeteries, estates, etc., as it insures the grounds being absolutely private. (See page for price list).

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Post and Rail Construction 

ALL have the same underground work and any of our posts and fabrics may be used together. 
With our Colonial Style we recommend "L-X/'Ai or K on account of the double strength at the top 
of these fabrics. Any of our fences adjust themselves to uneven ground. 
Posts and rails are made of heavy, high-grade steel tubing. 

IMPERIAL FENCE. — This is a very ornamental fence. The intermediate posts being double 
with the fabrics between, shows both sides alike. It is recommended for heights up to and including 
52 in. 

Specifications: End, corner and gate post, 2 in. diameter. Each intermediate post is composed 
of two in. steel tubes, set about J in. apart, leaving room for the fabric between. Rail, if in. steel 
tubing. Four-strand, heavily galvanized, braided wire, or a heavy malleable iron cresting above 
top rail. 

COLONIAL FENCE. — This style is built on heavy lines for cemeteries, or city work in the 
higher fences, but will give equally good satisfaction for low fence. All posts, end, gate, corner or 
intermediate, are heavy 2 in. tubing; rail, i| in. heavy steel tubing. 

ECLIPSE FENCE. — This style is somewhat lighter than the others. It is recommended in 
heights of 42 in. and lower. 

Specifications: End, gate and corner posts, 2 in.; intermediate posts, i| in.; rail, in. heavy 
steel tubing. Four-strand, heavily galvanized, braided wire above top rail. 

PROTECTION FENCE. — See pages 10 and 31 for cuts and specifications. 

SIMPLEX FENCE. — This style is designed to save the expense of a rail and permit a longer 
spacing between line posts. Furnished with or without bases, top ornaments and ratchets. See pages 
24 and 25 for description and price list. 

MALLEABLE CREST TOP.— On the opposite page we show our Imperial post and rail con- 
struction with A- 1 fabric and heavy malleable crest above the rail. This cresting can be used with 
any style of fabric we make. Add iic per foot to the list for the Colonial style with the fabric wanted. 
See price list page 31. 
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WE show here how our posts are made with heavy wrought steel base, 6 in. wide, 
giving them a broad surface for contact with the ground. We also show how con- 
crete may be used to give added solidity to the fence by using a small quantity at 
the bottom of the post and after filling with dirt near the surface finish with concrete, as 
shown. All our posts are full length, having no weak place at the surface, which is the 
point of greatest strain.

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On Wood Posts 

CYCLONE '*L-X" and A-i fabrics are particularly adapted to go with wood post construction. 
The double cable and picket formation at the top of these fabrics will withstand severe usage. 
The continuously crimped heavy pickets, united by twisted strands, all heavily galvanized, compares 
favorably in price with wooden picket or light wire fences. In the matter of beauty and utility, the 
advantage is all with the Cyclone fabric. Equally adapted to use with a 2 x 4 top rail or with end 
posts braced the same as for farm fence. 

Our fabrics are very easy to stretch on wood posts, being perfectly woven and heavy enough to 
hold themselves in position. Simply fasten one end plumb, and then stretch the same as you would 
an ordinary farm fence. 

Burial Lot Enclosures 

We recommend our Colonial Post and Rail construction for small enclosures, for the reason that 
the fabric can be stretched around the enclosure without cutting at the corners. 

If it is desired to have the fabric show above the rail (as seen on pages 3 and 5) we recommend the 
"L-X" or A-i fabric instead of the M style shown on opposite page. 
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Cyclone Ornamental Fabrics 

A CYCLONE ORNAMENTAL FABRICS have the same combination of uprights, crimped 
i A. the entire length, united by cables with a continuous twist between pickets and the twist reversed 
at the pickets, thereby seating the strands in the crimps and locking them there so that any lateral strain 
on the fabric tends to tighten the grip of the cables in the crimps of the pickets. 

Our weaving machines are not experimental, for we have made these and similar fences for over 
twenty years and have reached such perfection in machines and workmanship that every cable and 
picket is uniform and our fences all go up even and tight. All Cyclone fences have the same ornamental 
effect, produced by the combination of continuously crimped pickets with twisted strands. 



Hanging Gates 

The gates to go with the steel post construction are furnished with all necessary hinges and fittings 
to hang them in place. Those to go with wood posts are furnished with wood post connections. We 
will know from the kind of job ordered what kind of fittings to send with gates. All gates to go on 
wood posts for lo foot opening or over, are supplied with a top hinge connection wincr clear throutdi 
the post. 

Our Single Post Arch 

Our S. P. Arch (shown on opposite page) has post of heavy 3 in. steel tubing, heavy wrought steel 
scroll, heavy galvanized lettering with aluminum or gold bronze finish; tops either black or aluminum.

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Style A-1 Fabric 

OUR Style A-i fabric on Colonial post and rail construction, with ornamental scroll showing above 
the rail, combines a most pleasing effect in a structure built on heavy lines throughout. It will 
stand use and abuse and the wear of time to the limit of reasonable expectation. We can drop the 
fabric below the rail in this fence, if that construction is preferred by the customer. 

Our Double Post Arch 

On the opposite page we show our D. P. Arch with one side entrance. We furnish these arches 
with or without side entrance, or with entrance on one side or both, as wanted.

OUR style II fabric (shown on opposite page) is particularly designed for factory enclosures or 
wherever a non-climbabie, moderate-price fence is needed. It furnishes security against intrusion 
without obstructing the view or the free circulation of air. Easier to put up than wooden fence and 
adds much to the appearance of any surroundings.

THIS style, showing construction without the continuous top rail, is designed for large enclosures 
where ample protection and a neat appearance are secured at a minimum cost. Any of our 
fabrics can be used with this post construction. The "L-X", A-i and K styles are especially recom- 
mended on account of the double strength top taking the place, in a measure, of the top rail. The 
following page shows the braced end without tops or ratchets, to go with ordinary field fencing. Tops 
and ratchets must be specified, if wanted. 

Specifications: Posts: Ends and corners, 2 J in.; second post, 2 in,; line post either 2 in. or if in. as called for; brace 
rod, if in.; all outside measurements; full weight tubular steel. Fabric: Style I, pickets No. 11 spaced 5 in. apart; cables, 
No. 13, spaced as follows: Three bottom spaces, 3 in. apart, next two, 4I in., balance, 6 in., except top space of 2f in.

Make an '*X" at each point where you want corner, end or gate posts. Give width of gate openings 
and whether single or double. Give exact length of each stretch of fence, and, on dotted line below, 
give total length of fence including gate openings. 

The intermediate posts we will place as near 7 ft. apart as possible — not over 8 ft. to secure the 
proper spacing.

Erecting Ornamental Fences 

AN accurate diagram is made by us from the sketch of the work furnished by the buyer, ^ 
made out according to suggestions above. We furnish the buyer with a copy of this drawing 
and all necessary information, so that he can assemble the fence on the ground quickly and without 
any difficulty. 

On page 14 we show our post construction, also the manner of setting same in the ground and 
applying rail and ornament. Our post and rail construction, as well as ornamental fabrics, will adjust 
themselves to uneven ground. 

The ratchets are connected with one end post of each section, giving the fence the proper tension. 
Malleable rings are supplied for the opposite ends. All parts, fittings and ornaments are neat and well 
proportioned and are made to go together in the easiest manner possible, so that with the directions 
and diagram we furnish anyone can erect the fence easily and in an entirely satisfactory manner.
